shown in the fact that they cannot be induced 
to volunteer or enlist under any of the ap- 
peals calling them to the field. It is true that 
individuals volunteer, some on one side, and 
some on the other; but these are mere excep- 
tional cases, which do not interpret the gen- 
eral prevailing sentiment of the mass of tho 
people. Time will soon develope tho correct- 
ness of our opinion on this point. 

The people mean to hold the State in the 
position that will enable her to interpose her 
impartial mediation between the belligerents. 
They do not regard the occupation of posi- 
tions in Kentucky by either Federal or Con- 
federate forces, as meaning hostility to Ken- 
tucky ; but only as tho strategic operation of 
opposing forces, each assuming defensive po- 
sitions towards the other. It will be all the 
better, if every thinking citizen of Kentucky 
shall take this candid view of tho facts, and 
shape his action conformably. Tho sectional 
war parties will, ere long, tire of the fruitless 
combat, and both sides will be glad to have a 
powerful mediator. Kentucky, we trust in 
Providence, may even yet bo preserved for 
this godlike mission.

Movement of Troops. 

Last evening, about six o'clock two trains, 
loaded with armed men and baggage, passed 
torough Frankfort on the way to Lexington. 
"We understand the men composed a full 
regiment, raised in Indiana. We heard it 
suggestod that they were destined for the de- 
fense of Camp Dick Robinson against Gen. 
Zollicoffer's forces advancing from East Ten- 
nessee. AVe hear it rumored, also, that forces 
distined for the sanio object are passing over 
the railroad from Cincinnati. We have 
already noted the movement of troops on 
Sunday evening from Lexington to Louis- 
ville. AVe have elsewhere noted tho fact of 
their return. These facts all seem to Imply 
that at Head Quarters in Louisville, it is sup- 
posed that greater danger is apprehended 
from the advance of Gen. Zollicoffer from 
Cumberland Gap towards Lexington, than 
from the advance of Gen. Bucknor from Bowl- 
ing-Green towards Louisville.

The leading principle in the present Con- 
stitution of Kentucky is, that the people will 
elect all their officers, except such inferior 
ones as are named in the Constitution, and 
such as that instrument authorizes the Legis- 
lature to appoint. 

This idea is made the more clear by 
the fact that tho Constitution gives lo the 
people tbcclection of members of both Houses 
of the Legislature, tho judiciary, from the 
highest to the lowest, and the Governor, 
Lieutenant Governor, and inferior executive 
officers, with a few exceptions, and then adds 
the 10th section, article Gth : "The General 
As-enibly may provide for the election or ap- 
pointment, for a term not exceeding four 
years, of such other county or district minis- 
terial and executive officers, asshall from time 
to time be necessary and proper. ' 

No where is it contemplated that executive 
duties are to be performed by any officer cre- 
ated by the Legislature for the State at large. 
But there are certain duties and powers con- 
ferred upon, and intrusted to the Governor, 
were the preceding view untenable, that the 
Constitution clearly means shall belong to 
him alone. "Ho shall be commander-in-chief 
of the army and navy of tho Commonwealth, 
and of the militia thereof, except when they 
shall bo called into tho service of the United 
States, &c." 

The Constitution names those who shall 
constitute the militia, how all but staff officers 
shall bo elected, and who shall be empowered 
to appoint staff officers, leaving the Legisla- 
ture the simple duty of prescribing tho times 
and places, and officers who shall hold the 
elections. 

The Legislature may provide for the organ- 
ization and equipment of the army; but when 
required to do duty, the Governor is com- 
mander-in-chief, and all officers under him are 
subject to his commands, and not that of the 
Legislature. They have no more right to 
designate who shall be ordered to command a 
brigade, than they have the right to order a 
court of justice to decide a cause in favor of 
n particular person. Any such attempted ex- 
ercise of authority by the Legislature is 
usurpation, just as bad as Secession itself; 
nay, it is worse, because Seeessionism claims ! 
to cut loose from, and not longer to be governed 
by, our Constitution and laws; while our I 



trial of persons charged with violating the 
laws of the United States: 
,1. As respects the power and jurisdiction of 
State officers. The judiciary act of Congress 
of 1789, section 33, provides: 

"For any crime or offense ngainst the 
United States, the offender may, .by an v jus- 
tice or judge of the United States, or by any 
justice of the peace or other magistrate of any 
of the Cnited States where he may be found, 
agreeably to the usual mode of process against 
offenders in such State, and at the expense of 
the United States, lie arrested, and imprison- 
ed or bailed, as tho case may be, for trial be- 
fore such court of the United States as bv 
this act has cognizance of the offense. And 
copies of the process shall be returned as ] 
speedily as may be into the clerk's office of I 
such court, together with the recognizances of 
the witnesses for their appearance to tea- j 
tify in tho case; which recognizances the mag- : 
istrate before whom the examination shall be. 
•nay require on pain of imprisonment. And 
i upon all arrests in criminal cases, bail shall i 
be admitted except where the punishment' 
may be death, in which cases it shall not be 
admitted but by the Supremo or a Circuit 
Court, or by a justice of tho Supreme Court, 
or a judge of a District Court, who shall ex- 
ercise their discretion therein regarding the 
nature and circumstances of the offense, and 
of the evidence, and the usages of the law.' 1 

The wan-ant for the arrest of the person 
charged should be directed to the marshal of 
the United States for tho district of Ken- 
tucky. 

If bail is given, the condition of the bond 
should be to appear at the next term of tho 
Circuit Court of the United States for the 
district of Kentucky, to be held at either 
Frankfort, Louisville, Covington, or Pado- 
call, the court being held at each of those 
places. 

2. Commissioners Appointed by the Federal 
Court. Commissioners appointed by the Cir- 
cuit Courts of the United States have the 
power, under several acts of Congress, to take 
affidavits, bail, and depositions, to be read in 
civil cases depending in the Federal Courts ; 
and by an act passed in 1842, it is provided, 
that commissioners "shall and may exercise 
all the powers that any justice of the peace' 
or other magistrate, of any of tho . United 
States, may now exercise in respect to offend- 
ers for any crime or offcn~piigainr t tho United 
States, by arresting, imprisoning, or bailing 
the same, under and by virtue of the judiciary 
act of 1780." They are also invested with 
other powers respecting seamen's wages and 
the enforcement of awards made by consular 
or foreign Governments which have no appli- 
cation to this State. 

Warrants issued by commissioners should 
be in the name of tho United States, and di- 
rected to the marshal of the district of Ken- 
tucky. Tho jurisdiction of a commissioner 
embraces tho whole State.

Early this morning tho pickets from Gen. 
Smith's division advanced to, and now occu- 
py. Fall s Church., Neitherthis, nor the pre- 
ceding movements, met with any opposition 
whatever, as the rebel army had on Friday 
night retired from the whole of their posi- 
tions on the line of Washington. Upton's 
Hill, this side of Falls Church, is necessarily 
included among the points now held by the 
Federal forces. The positions at Muiison's 
and Murray's Hills afforded the rebels unob- 
structed view of all our fortification* and 
ether defenses. There were no signs to show 
that they had ever mounted any guns. Our 
troops are now so employed as "to show that 
they do not merely intend to temporarily oc- 
cupy their pre-ent position. The advance of 
Gen. Smith upon Pall's Church from the 
Chain Bridge, was accompanied bv events of 
th e most deplorable character. Bv some un- 
accountable blunder, Colonel Owens' Irish 
Philadelphia regiment, in the darkness of the 
night, mistaking the rebels for Captain Mott's 
battery, which was in the advance, sustained 
by General Baker's California regiment, and 
Bai'ter's Philadelphia Second, and Colonel 
Tieadman s cavalry, fired a full volley into 
the troops last mentioned, killing and wound- 
ing large numbers. The Colonel of the regi- 
ment not, knowing whence the firing came, 
returned it with marked effect. 

The horses attached to Mott's battery be- 
came unmanageable, and the tongues of the 
cannons were broken, owing to the narrow- 
ness of the road. Lieutenant Brant having 
command of the first section, ordered the 
guns to be loaded with grape and canister, 
nnd soon had them in range of the supposed 
enemy, when word was sent to him that he 
was i„ the company of friends. 

All was excitement, and a long time I 
elapsed before the actual condition of affairs 
was ascertained and confidence re-established. 
Several were killed, and a Inrge number 
wounded. 

Tho most favorable theory is, that the reb- 
els aro making feints of retreat, as thev did 
previous to the battle of Bull s Run, with the 
view of drawing our troops into ambuscade. 

Their encampments show that they had at 
no time over 10,000 men in front of Wash- 
ington.

sentenced to three months' imprisonment and 
a fine of $200. 

Thomas Cooper, the friend nnd associate of 
Dr. Priestly, and afterwards so distinguished 
in the United States, was tried for charging 
the President with unbecoming and unneces- 
sary violence in his officio] communications, 
calculated, it was asserted, to justly provoke 
war: for bringing upon the country) in a time 
of peace, the expense of a permanent navy, and 
threatening it with that of an army; for inter- 
fering in the ease of Jonathan Bobbins, a na- 
tive impressed citizen of the United Stales, to 
deliver him over to a British Court Martial 
for trial, "an interference," Cooper alleged, I 
"without precedent, against law and against 
mercy " — an act "which the monarch of Great 
Britain would have shrunk from," &c. Coop- 
er whs found guilty, and Judge Chase sen- 
tenced him to six months' imprisonment and 
to pay a fine of 400 dollars. The prosocul ion 
had teen directly instigated by President Ad- 
ams himself. In a letter to Timothy Picker- 
ing, his Secretary of State, (IX Adams' 
works, lo) be says: "A meaner, a more artful, 
or a more malicious libel has not appeared. 
As far as it alludes to me I despise it; but I 
have no doubt it is a libel against tho whole 
government, and us such ought to be prose- 
cuted.'' 

James T. Callander was tried for a libel on 
the President. His counsel raised the ques- 
tion of the constitutionality of the law: but 
Judge Chase refused to hear them, treating 
them with the most arbitrary rudeness. Thev 
threw up their briefs and left the Court. The 
defendant was sentenced to nine months' im- 
prisonment and to pav a fine of fJ'JOO. 

" Mr. Baldwin, of New Jersey, says Ham- 
mond, in his political History of New York, 
was indicted, tried, convicted, and fined under 
color of the sedition law for the following of- 
fense : Mr. Adams, on his return from the 
seat of government, passed through Newark; 
some cannon were discharged in compliment 
to him while passing through that village; 
Mr. Baldwin, who, it would appear, was 
rather a low-bred man, said he pitied the wad- 
ding discharged from the cannon had been 
lodged in the President's backtides. For this 
he was fined one hundred dollars. 

Judge Jared Peck, a Senator in the Legis- 
lature of New York — a man of most exemplary 
personal character — had the mdacity to offer 
to his neighbors for their signatures a petition 
to Congress for the repeal o f the Alien and Se- 
dition Laics, in which the oduuis features of 
that law were severely handled. Complaint 
was made to Harri-on. U. S. District Attorney 
at New York ; a grand jury wis empanneled 
w ho found a bill of indictment (grand juries 
are convenient things some hues in New 
York), and Peck was arrested in the midst of 
his family and taken to tho rity. The fear- 
less victim, we doubt not, at every stopping 
place, after his usual custom, ningled prayers 
and pious exhortations, with uOieinent politi- 
cal appeals, before the assembled multitudes. 
Hammond says: 

"A hundred missionaries ii the cause of 
Democracy, stationed between New York and 
Coopers town, could not have done so much 
for the Democratic cause as the journey of 
Judge Peck, as a prisoner, fron Otsego to the 
capital of the State, itwas milling less than 
the public exhibition of a siffering martyr 
for the freedom of speech and the press, and 
the. right of petitioning, to theview of the citi- 
zens of the various places though which the 
Marshal traveled with his prsoner." 

Another of the victims, Wiliam Dunne, ed- 
itor of that famous Democntic paper, tho 
Aurora, published at Philadelphia, attracted 
she especial vengeance of Job) Adams. In a 
letter to Pickering, bis Seejetary of State, 
dated July - 1. 1799, Mr. Adans wrote: "There 
is in tho Aurora of this city hi uninterrupted 
stream of slander on the Anerican govern- 
ment, (meaning his Adminif ration.) I in- 
close the paper of this morniig. I shall give 
it to Mr. Rawle. (United Su es District "At- 
torney, land if he think it libelous, desire him 
to prosecute the editor."

■ It has been said that tlr victims of the 
Sedition Law were but few. ,Vo do not know 
the number. They were asstrcdlv few com- 
pared with the whole numba of "our popula- 
tion. But they icere numeras enough for the 
purposes of intimidation — nimefous enough 
to show that it free criticism t' the acts of the 
government, in any class of Persons, was ut- 
tered bythe press or in corrersat ion, at the 
peril of property and persona liberty. They 
were numerous enough to gvo our govern- 



State road for Virginia, where thev now are. 
They were all finely mounted and well armed. 

Our informant further states that near one 
thousand armed Kentuckians had passed 
through Prestonsburg between Sunday morn- 
ing and Wednesday evening, the time that 
Breckinridge and company were there. 

He also says that at the Sounding Gap, 
Cumberland Mountain, which is at the head 
waters of the Kentucky and Big Sandy rivers, 
there is a Secession camp of fifteen hundred 
men, and that it is increasing in numbers 
daily, by accessions from Kentucky and Vir- 
ginia. This camp commands the two great 
roads that meet there— one down tho Big 
Sanday and the other down the Kentucky 
river. It is about forty miles from the Ten- 
nessee Railroad. Our informant said that on 
his way down the State road leading through 
P«estonsburg, he constantly met squads on 
horseback, in wagons, and on foot, with shot- 
guns and squirrel rifles, on their way to Vir- 
ginia to join the Southern Army.

The Taking of Rochester, Kentucky. 

On Thursday evening, the lPth, Colonel 
Hardin Helm, formerly of tho State Guard, 
nnd more recently the recipient of the office 
of Paymaster for the army, from President 
Lincoln, an office which he. subsequently re- 
signed, took possession of tho small town of 
Rochester, at tin- third lock on Green river, 
Rochester is on Mud river, at the junction of 
the counties of MuMeoburg and Butler, on 
the South, and Ohio on the North. As a mil- 
itary position it is of importance, as not only 
commanding the lock and Green and Mud 
rivers, but because it is within easy reach of 
various points from which reinforcements to 
either side may be made. It is from thirty to 
thirty- Ave miles from Bowling-Green, Buck-, 
ner's headquarters, and about the same dis- 
tance from Russellvillc, the rankest secession 
hole in the State. It is about eighteen miles 
from Hartford, where there is a Union force 
under Col. MoHenry, and about forty-five 
miles from Owensboro, a very important 
point both to the Union nnd rebel * forces. 

Col. Hardin Helm has a force variously es- 
timated from two to four thousand, composed 
of one regiment of Mississippiuns, and others 
of Tennesseeans nnd renegades. A list of the 
Union men has been handed to him, and they 
are flying the country. This information is, 
we believe, reliable.— Lou. Democrat, Oct. 1.

That the Governor be, and he is hereby, 
authorized, in order to raise said force, to accept 
Of the services of any volunteer companies who 
shall, within three mentis from the date of his 
proclamation, tender their services ; and he shall 
commiagfon for that purpose all officers duly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, necessary and 
prooer for the command of such volunteers. 

y .1. That all volunteer officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers, musicians, and privates, whose 
service may be tendered and accepted under the 
provisions of this act, shall be mustered into ser- 
vice at such places of rendezvous in the Cou- 
cressional District in which they volunteer as the 
General in the field shall appoint by his orders; 
and when so mustered into service, shall he then 
and there entitled to receive in advance one 
months pay, to be taken and considered as part 
of their pay. 

§ 4. That the forces to be raised and organ- 
ized, as provided for by this act, shall, when 
mustered into service, be under the command of 
the General commanding the State forces in the 
field. 

$ 5. That the Governor be also authorized to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for by 
this act, one thousand to be used as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and five hundred to be used as 
horsemen and scouts, they furnishing their own 
horses : Provided, That no person shall be ac- 
cepted in this arm of the service unless his skill 
and capacity have been tested by (lie General in 
command, or such officer as he may detail for 
that purpose : And proeitled also, That such per- 
sons shall receive five dollars per mouth of extra 
i pay. 

v 6. That each horseman, for the services of his 
horse, shall receive five dollars per month, and 
in case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall 
be paid the value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

$ That the commander in the field may or- 
ganice individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into sipiadrons, battalions, aiid regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their officers, 
who shall, when so elected, be commissioned by 
the Governor on the certificate of the General 

commanding. 

v 8. That the Governor is authorized to ac- 
cept the services of squadrons, battalions, and 
regiments, when tendered as such, and commis- 
sion the officers elected by the squadrons, bat- 
talions, and regiments so organized ; the election 
of oltieers by any company, battalion, squadron, 
or regiment shail be superintended and conduct- 
ed by any justice of the peace, or judge of the 
county court, who may be called on for that 
purpose; and such justice or judge shall certify 
to the Military Hoard the names of the officers 
elected, ami for what office each is elected, and 
thereupon said Hoard, if they approve the pro- 
ceedings, shall certify to the Governor the names 
of the officers elected, and what office thev have 
been respectively elected to fill, who shall issue 
commissions in conformity to such certificate. 

v 9. That the comm Hiding General shall be 
entitled to appo i n t and employ such staff officers, 
anil w ith such rank, as the Inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by the Hth section of the 
'M article of the act, entitled "An act for the 
belter organization of the Kentucky militia," ap- 
proved March 5, IffiO ; and he shall have the au- 
thority conferred on said Inspector General 
by the l''th, 1 1th, and I3tfa sections of said ar- 
ticle of said act. 

v 10. The troops raised under this act shall be 
organized into squadrons, battalions, regiments, 
brigades, and divisions, and have the same num- 
ber of officers for each squadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade, and division, as aro allowed in 
the army of the United States, and shall receive 
the same pay and rations as are allowed the troops 
of the United States of the same rank and grade 
When brigades and divisions are formed out of 
the troops so raised, they shall be officered accord- 
ing to existing laws. 

$ 11. This act to be of force from its passage. 
Has this day been passed by both bouses of 
the General Assembly of the Commonweahh 
of Kentucky, the Governor's objections there- 
to to the contrary notwithstanding, and is 
therefore the law of the land. Now,

Jtentneky, ever since she became a member 
of the Federal Union, has, upon all proper oc- 
casions, shown her just appreciation of its 
blessings, and her devotion to it; even during 
this wicked and insane attempt bv those who 
claim to be entitled to her sympathies, to des- 
troy it, she has three limes again, by over- 
whelming majorities of her people, solemnly 
I declared her unabated fidelity to the Constitu- 
j tion nnd-Government, under the kind protec-

Destroying Horses and Mules at Washington 

[From Letters to the Home Jouroal.l 
BY .v. p. WILLIS. 
A look at the war horses at Washington 
l is enough to stagger one s faith in the Union 
—or, at least, in that part of its defense that 
is to depend on cavalry ! The grand camp 
or congloniecaravan 'of "horses and mules 
for the Government being but a mile or two 
from our hotel, Wiard and I drove out to it, 
one morning; and our suipriso at both the 
quality and treatment of the poor animals 
may be excusably recorded. 

The horse camp is merely a great number 
of wooden pens, without 'roofs, covering a 
rising ground overlooking the Potomac. At 
the long cribs were tied the ungroomed droves 
in twenties or fifties, the mules being simply , 
crowded together in an facias are. We had 
a good look at them all; hut, among the bun- ! 
d reds of horses, we looked in vain for any I 
one that looked tit to be mounted. I could I 
not see one that would bring fifty dollars in I 
Orange county. They were evidently but the 
dr.g- of the whole country's horse-flesh 
gathered '-on speculation'' and foisted upon 
the Government by wholesale— show-in" that 
Were was somebody, somewhere, who^ was 
I either a knave or a fool. With the prefer- 
ence that there is, among recruits, for caval- 1 
; ry service, and the especial need, just now I 
that this portion of the work for our conn- ' 
j try should be well done, it were worth while 
i to make inquiry as to who profits bv this 
most flagrant swindle of Uncle Sam, and who 
i is responsible to Public Opinion— if not to 
Secretary Cameron. Is there not some finan- 
cial or horse-knavery Wilberforoe, who will 
patriotically make it a hobby to look into tho 
matter? 

But. of all the cruilties to animals, that I 
ever saw, the horse breaking and mule break- 
ing—going on in the open field, outside the 
camp— was the most iinmitigatiiigly barba- 
rous ! The private soldiers who had' been or- 
dered upon this duty, looked to have been 
picked out for their super-excellence as 
natural " knock-down-and-drag-outs ;'' and j 
they went to work with only brute force, ac- 
cordingly, iimr>ly whipping and beating the I 
animal till he obeyed. Everybody knows 
what a contest this is, with such" as are obsti- I 
nate and vicious by nature; and, probably a 
large proportion of the horses were sold to the 
Government from being ralulesa at home for ! 
these causes. The blood y heads and mouths 
and swollen legs and shoulders, were enough 
to make one's heart sick. The mules, who 
are still more obstinate than horses, were pos- 
itively like "illuminated texts" the strips 

Of raw flesh making them look like pictures 
fancifully decorated with scarlet. One cr 
two were put into cages, where thev could be 
reached and bitted without danger "from their 
kicking and biting. Would not Mr. Rarey's 
services he of exceeding vnlue to the country, 
in the change that would take place if he had 
control of the cntiro horse commissariat at 
Washington?

To tho Citizens of Warren and Adjacent Coun- 
ties. 

Information has reached the commanding 
General that a few lawless persons, instigated 
by the hired agents of the President of the 
United States, have arrested and detained, 
and otherwise maltreated peaceable citizens 
of Kentucky, nnd stolen their property, for 
no other reason than for tho expression of 
political opinions in opposition to the tyranny 
of the Federal Government. 

The Commanding General will not imitate 
the acts of these agents, which are so atro- 
I ciousin their nature that they would disgrace 
, an oriental despotism, but he cannot permit 
their continuance. Peaceable persons who 
remain at their homes will not be in anv way 
molested by him. But he will not he*sitate, 
in retaliation for acts committed by maraud- 
ing parties, to seize and hold as hostages the 
perpetrators or instigators of these injurious 
acts. J 

There are many persons amongst you who 
have in their possession arms belonging to 
the enemy, whose oppressions we resist, and 
some of these arms are used as a means of in- 
flicting these injuries on quiet citizens. 

The Commanding General proposes to pro- 
tect the persons in whose hands these arms 
may be found equally with other citizens in 
the enjoyment of all their civil rights. But 
while this protection has been cheerfully ac- 
corded, it is proper that the persons who' bear 
those arms should surrender them to the 
nearest force under his command. The pri- 
v to anus of citizens will not be interfered 
with. Kvcry person has a constitutional 
right to bear them. But if citizens choose to 
maintain a military organization under the 
authority of the President, and remain in 
possession of arms belonging to our enemies, 
every conservative man will seo the necessi- 
ty of their being surrendered. 

Members of military organizations who are 
thus armed, are therefore expected, without 
delay, to give up the Federal arms which 
they hold, or declare their purpose not to take 
up arms against the Southern Rights people 
of Kentucky, or their allies.

Now, therefore, I, B. MAGOFFIN, Gov-
